Argentina's  second  official  estimate  for  19^5-^-6  flaxseed  production 
is  39,5+86,000  bushels,  compared  with  the  first  forecast  of  55,15UjOOO 
"bushels.    The  harvested  area  is  now  placed  at  3»^19 »000  acres  com-oared 
with  an  earlier  estimate  of  U, 581,000.    The  loss  in  acreage  is  attributed 
to  crop  deterioration  from  high  temperatures,  heavy  winds,  hail  and  in- 
sects.   Einal  estimate  for  was  ^0,967,000  bushels  from  2,885,000 
acres . 

Canada's  third  official  estimate  for  19^-5  flaxseed  production  is 
placed  at  7,59^,000  bushels  from  1,059,200  acres,  compared  with  the  final 
estimates  of  9,668,000  bushels  and  1,^2^,100  acres  in  19UU. 

Brazil's  wheat  and  flour  situation  has  become  acute  as  result  of 
greatly  reduced  shipments  of  wheat  from  Argentina  during  the  last  quarter 
of  19^5*    Reports  state  that  some  bakeries  in  the  States  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  Sao  Paulo  ha-re  closed  and  that  others  threaten  to  close  because  of 
the  flour  shortage.     Some  relief  has  been  afforded,  however,  by  arrival 
of  10,000  tons  of  wheat  and  small  shipments  of  flour  from  the  United 
States  and  1^,000  tons  of  wheat  from  Argentina  early  in  January. 

Switzerland's  winter  grain  seedings  are  considerably  larger  than  last 
season,  and  prospects  for  spring  planting  of  general  crops  appear  satisfac- 
tory.    It  is  expected  that  seed  renuirements  can  be  met  and  that  the 
supply  of  agricultural  machinery  will  be  adequate.     The  fertilizer 
situation  has  improved,  but  there  is  a  pronounced  shortage  of  farm  labor. 

Cuba's  sugar  crop  prospects  have  improved,  and  the  lQ^-6  harvest  has 
been  forecast  at  U.g  million  short  tons.     Weather  conditions  affecting 
Cuban  food  crops  have  been  favorable,  in  contrast  with  the  droughts  that 
reduced  production  during  the  last  two  winters. 

Mexico's  West  Coast  vegetable  area  suffered  possibly  its  worst  frost 
on  record  on  January  11  and  12.     The  loss  in  vegetables  is  estimated  at 
about  2,000  carloads.

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WORLD  RAISIN  RPODUCTION  SMALLER  l/ 

The  19*4-5  preliminary  estimate  of  raisin  production  'in  the  nine  leadin 
commercial  producing  countries  is  449,800  short  ton3,  compared  with 
527,400  tons  in  191+4  and  643,500  tons  in  1943.    This  estimate  is  15  per- 
cent less  than  in  the  previous  year,  smaller  than  the  5 -year  (1939-1943) 
average  of  473,900  tons,  and.  2  percent  less  than  the  10 -year  (1934-1943) 
average  of  459,800  tons. 

In  most  countries  growing  conditions  during  the  1945- season  were 
decidedly  less  satisfactory  than  in  the  previous  year.    As  a  result  only 
two  countries,  Iran  and  Turkey,  reported  substantially  increased ' produc - 
tion  over  1944.    In  South  Africa  and  Chile,  production  showed  little 
change,  while  in  all  other  important  producing  countries  it  was  below 
last  year.    Expressed  in  percentage,  Argentina  made  the  poorest  showing, 
with  1945  output  placed  at  only  about  50  percent  of  that  in  1944,  but  in 
tonnage  the  United  States  had  the  largest  decline.    The  smaller  world 
production  is  attributed  to  droughts  during  the  growing  season  and  to 
rain  at  drying  time  rather  than  to  small  sets  of  fruit  on  the  vines.  \\ 
Greece,  perhaps,  had  the  worst.. growing  conditions  of  any  country,  with'  .-: 
vines* suffering  considerable  disease  damage  because  of  the.  lack  of  in- 
secticides and  fungicides,  and  of  neglect  and  war  damage.    In  addition, 
drought  prevailed  in  practically  all  Mediterranean  Basin  areas  during  the 
summer .    .  -  •  

The  carry-over  from  the  1944  production  was  considerably  smaller 
than  in  a  normal  prewar  year,  though  quantitative  estimates  for  all  coun- 
tries are  not  available.    In  most  countries  the  carry-over  stock  was  not 
of  good  quality,  and,  in  general,  it  was  not  readily  acceptable  in 
western  European  markets.    Despite  the  usual  marketing  problems,  disposal 
of  1944  raisins  was  effected  reasonably  well. 

The  1945-46  marketing  season  in  Southern  Hemisphere  countries  was 
the  last  to  take  place  under  wartime  conditions.    Disposal  of  the  1945 
raisins  followed  the  usual  wartime  pattern  of  first  supplying  military 
ne^ds,  in  this  instance  Australia  and  South  Africa,  and' finally  ■meeting, 
civilian  needs. 

Last  year  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  were  faced  with  their  first 
non-war  marketing  season  since  1938-39  and,  consequently,,  were  confronted 
with  a  great  deal  of  confusion  and  unavoidable  delays.    When  the  war 
ended  exporters  were  prevented  from  conducting  "business,  as  usual," 
because  of  shortages  of  packing  material,  transportation  difficulties, 
both  internal  and  external,  lack  of  foreign  exchange  on  the  part  of  some 
buying  countries,  and  various  wartime  restrictions.    Although  demand

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for  raisins  has:  -been-,  strong  from  European  nations,  various  wartime 
hindrances  have  not  'yet  "been  overcome- or  removed.    Prices  in  general  are 
higher  than  in  prewar  years. 

At  midseason,  Greece  is  still  attempting  to  dispose  of  its  exportable 
surplus,  and  Iran  is  in  the  midst  of  a  political  disturbance  which  has 
hampered  the  normal  flow  of  exports.    Because  of  higher  prices,  Spain  has 
not  been  very  successful  in  the  export  field.    Turkey  is  the  only 
Mediterranean  Basin  country  that  seems  to  have  "been  a.ble  to  contract  for 
disposal  of  most  of  its  production,  though  not  at  as  remunerative  price 
levels  as  in  other  years,  and  not  entirely  without  concessions  and 
hindrances,    The  United  States  export  business  is  still  under  some  wartime 
regulations  and. shipments  in  the  future  are  expected  to  be  smaller  than 
prewar  levels.-

'The  world  outlook  for : the . remainder  of  the  season 'and 'for 'the '1946 -47 
marketing  ye^sr  is  more  encouraging  in  some  respects  than*it  has  b6en 
during  the  past  six  seasons.    Many  of  the  wartime  hindrances  to 'free 

trade  will  be  removed  in  most  countries  .by  this  fall.  .  Meanwhile,- over-  - 

seas  shipping  is- rapidly  becoming" available  and  should  offer  no  problem 
"by  fall.    The  shortage  of  foods  of  ail  types  in  war -damaged  areas  of 
Europe  will  continue  to  he  acute.    The  most  difficult  problem  for  export- 
ing countries,  however,  will  he  the  shortage  of  foreign  exchange  in  most 
of  the  European  countries.    Although  it  is  still  too  early  to  predict  how 
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each  exporting  country  desiring  raisins  will  solve  this  exchange  problem, 
some  countries  are  seeking  loans  for  the  purpose  ,of  purchasing  necessary 
foodstuffs"  abroad,  while  others  are  suggesting  barter -like  arrangements . 

The  longer-term  outlook  for  the  world  raisin  industry,  but  more 
particularly  for  that  in  the  United  States,  appears  less  bright.  Present 
indications-  point  to  a  marked  increase'  in  the  quantity  of  raisins  available 
for  export  as  compared  with  prewar  years.    The  anticipated  larger  .  produc  - 
tion  ih  countries  producing  primarily  for  export  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere, 
especially  Australia-,  'is  expected  to  offer  serious  competition  in  British 
Empire  markets.    The  United  kingdom,  for  political  and  economic  reasons, 
may  .purchase  some' raisins  in  Argentina.    It  is' anticipated  that  if  the 
world  production  "level  of  the  past"  few  year's  continues' in  the  future,, 
large  carry-overs'  will  be  found  in  some  countries,.

Disposal  of  the  l$kk  and  19^5  crops  in  the  two  Southern  Hemisphere  , 
countries  offered  no  serious  problem,  but  marketing  of  the  Greek  currant' 
output,  on  the  other  hand,  .was  .'rather  unsatisfactory,  '  It  appears  that 
Greece  will  not  retain  its ^ former  position  as 'leader ] in  the  international 
currant  market,  and  in  the 'future  will  be  surpassed  by 'Australia.  "■'•

CUBAN  RICE  IMPORTS 
DOWN;  DEMAND  RISES 

Despite  relatively  heavy  rice  imports  into  Cuba  during  December  1945, 
total  imports  from  August  to  December  were  almost  10  percent  smaller  than 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1944.    Decreased  shipments  from  iteuador 
accounted  for  most  of  the  reduction,  and  imports  from  the  United  States 
declined  elightly.   -  .'

Demand  for  rice  in  Cuba  during  coming  months  is  expected  to  exceed 
the  available  rice  supplies.    Cuba  is  now  faced  with  the  problem  of 
supplying  sufficient  rice  for  use  during  the  sugar-harvesting  season 
from  January  through  May,  when  consumption  usually  increases  as  the  re- 
sult of  higher  wages.    At  the  same'  time,  stocks  on  hand  are  relatively 
low,  and  sufficient  imports  are  difficult  to  obtain.    Reliable  sources 
eetimate  that  550  million  pounds  of  imported  rice  could  be  used  in  1946 
if  it  were  available. 


The  1945  Cuban  rice  harvest,  in  a  recent  unofficial  eetimate,  wae 
revised  upward  to  2,051,000  bushels  (60  million  pounds  milled),  compared 
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with  1,778-, 000  "bushels  (52  million  pounds)  in  1944.  Rice  yields  were 
good  as  the  result  of  plentiful  rainfall  during  the  growing  season  in 
nonirrigated  areas  and  favorable  weather  throughout  the  harvesting  of 
both  irrigated,  and  •dry -land  crops.  .. 

SURINAM  RICE  CROP 
SLIGHTLY  LARGER 

The  1945  Surinam  rice  harvest,  completed  in.  December ,  is  officially 
estimated  at  1,724,000  bushels  (50.4  million,  pounds  milled),  compared 
with  1,685,000  bushels  (49.3  million  pounds)  the  year  before.    This  year's 
production,  originally  expected  to  be  even  larger,  was  revised  downward  as 
a  result  of  adverse  weather  conditions  during  the  first  2  months  of  the 
growing  season. 

Rice  was  not  shipped  from  Surinam  during  1945,  since  exports  were 
not  allowed  by  the  Government,  and  imports  were  not  necessary  to  supply 
domestic  consumption.    The  Government  estimates,,  however,  that  a  rela- 
tively small  amount  of  rice  may  be  exported  in  1946.    Rice  exports  from 
Surinam  averaged  12  million  pounds  during  the  5 -year  (1936-1940)  prewar 
period,  with  the  largest  shipments  amounting  to  16.4  million  pounds  in 
1937. 

FATS  A*ND  OILS  .  .  , 

NBflFOUKDLAHD'S  FISH  ..  ' 
OIL  EXPORTS  DECLINE 

Total  Newfoundland  exports  of  fish  oils,  excluding  medicinal  oils, 
during  1944-45  amounted  to  8.6  million  .pounds,  or  about  19  percent  less 
than  the  10.5  million  pounds  of  the  previous  season.    The  reduction  in  ex- 
ports is  largely  the  result  of  a  smaller  common  cod  oil  output,  the  loss 
of  a  herring  oil  factory  by  fire,  and  the  holding  of  stocks  of  whale  oil 
for  future  relief  shipment.    The  United  States  and  Canada  took  over  95 
percent  of  the  exports  last  year.    Newfoundland  consumes  only  a  small  . 
portion' of  its  fi3h-oil  output.  •

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Common  cod  oil  is  •normally  the  ranking  fish  oil.  exported  from 
Newfoundland.    Although' demand  for  this  oil  has  "been  strong  in  recent 
years,  manpower  shortages ,  lack  of  equipment,  and  increased  emphasis  on 
the  exports  of  fish  have  limited  production.    The  1944-45  output  was  the 
smallest  for  a  number  of  years  and  may  show  only  a  slight  increase  this 
season. 

Exports  of  herring  oil  |n  lplW5  totaled  196,000  pounds,  compared 
to  the  previous  season's  shipments  of  i.2  million  pounds.    The  decreased 
output' resulted  from  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  larger  of  Newfoundland's 
two  factories  producing  herring  oil.    The  destroyed  plant,  now  rebuilt,  will 
go 'into  production  this  season.    A  third  factory,  to  be  completed  in  April 
1946,  will  also  help  increase  this  year's  oil  output.  :  ' 

Although  Newfoundland's  seal  fishery  was -an  important  industry 
during  the  1930 ' s  ,it  has " declined  steadily  in  recent  years .  Prewar 
production  averaged  about  ^.h  million  pounds  yearly,  compared  to  450,000 
pounds  during  the  war  years  and  717,000  pounds  in  1944-45.    An  internal 
profits  tax,  high  maintenance  cost  of  boats  and  processing  equipment, 
and  a  processing  tax  in  the  United  States  have  reduced  the  yearly  output. 
A  decade  ago  the  United  States  took  50  percent  of  Newfoundland's  annual 
seal -oil  production. 

The  whaling  industry  has  expanded  notably  in  recent  years.    Six  were 
boats  operated  during  1945,  compared  with  three  in  1943  and  one  in  the 
preceding  3  years.    In  1941,  668,000  pounds  of  oil  were  obtained  from  72 
whales.    In  1945    through  October,  369  whales  were  caught,  resulting  in 
an  estimated  output  of  4.5  million  pounds  of  oil.    Because  of  the  world 
demand  for  this  commodity,  the  1946  outlook  is  for  a  still  larger  pro- 
duction.   Small  amounts  of  sperm  whale  oil  are  expected  to  be  available 
for  export . 

It  is  believed  in  Newfoundland  that  the  war-stimulated  fish  oil 
sales  may  decrease  by  the  end  of  this  year.    During  1946,  demand  is  not 
expected  to  fall'  much  below  that  of  last  year.    In  the  coming  year,  how- 
ever, with  a  greater  volume  of  fats  and  oils  available,  particularly  of 
fish  oils  produced  by  European  countries,  competition  in' world  markets 
will  be  keen.

The  1945  oilseed  output  in  the  Netherlands ; is  expected  to  show  a  sharp 
decrease  of  approximately  67  and  69  percent ,  respectively,  from  the  1944  and 
1943  production.    Rapeseed,  the  principal  oil-producing  crop,  shows  the 
greatest  reduction,  with  a  harvest  of  only  51  million  pounds,  compared 
with  177  million  in  1944  and  1§2 million  in  1943.''

-CI  GAR  MANUFACTURING  RESUMED  j-  - 

The  19^5-^6  tobacco  acreage  in  the  Philippines  is  tentatively 
estimated  at  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  average  area  planted  in 
prewar  years.    During  the  period  1935-1939,  plantings  averaged  about 
175>000  acres  annually  from  which  a  crop  of  about  75  million  pounds  was 
produced.    Eeports  indicate  that  enemy  forces  were  still  at -large  in  the 
Cagey  an  Valley  at  planting  time  and  that  destruction  of  draft  animals, 
curing  barns,  seeds,  and  implements  further  impeded  the  efforts  of  tobacco 
planters.     Growers  anticipate,  however,  that  plantings  in  19^6  may  be 
about  equal  to  the  prewar  average^ 

The  Islands'  cigar  manufacturers  have  resumed  operations  on  a  limited 
scale,   although  hampered  by  shortages  of  leaf  and  high  costs  of  raw 
materials  and  labor.    Most  of  the  principal  cigar  factories  are  operating 
at  from  10  to  20  percent  of  capacity,  but  the  production  consists  chiefly 
of  expensive  cigars.    The  larger  part  of  the  leaf  available  for  manufac- 
ture is  insufficiently  aged,  and  manufacturers  are  hesitating  to  increase 
their  output  with  only  small  supplies  of  desirable  leaf  available. 

TOBACCO  OUTPUT  UP 
IN  FRENCH  M0S0CC0 

The  19^5  crop  of  tobacco  in  French  Morocco  totaled  about  4.0  million 
pounds  from  4,3^9  acres,  compared  with  only  2.2  million  pounds  in  19^V 
and  the  5-year  0-939-19^3)  average  of  1.4  million  pounds.    Production  has 
shown  a  steady  increase  since  the  early  1930's,  and  the  outturn  from  the 
19^5  crop  is  considered  sufficient  to  supply  about  one-half  of  the 
country's  annual  consumption  requirements.    The  quality  of  Moroccan  leaf, 
most  of  which  is  reported  to  be  a  variety  of  White  Burley,  is  not  •dm- 
parable  with  that  of  imported  leaf.     The  Monopoly,  however,  is  endeavoring 
to  improve  quality  by  employing  European  experts  to  supervise  the  work 
of  the  native  farmers. 

LIVESTOCK  AND  ANIMAL  PRODUCTS 

INDIA  CONTINUES  EXPORT 
CURBS  ON  WOOL  AND  HIDES 

Exports  of  wool  and  hides  from  India  are  still  subject  to  export 
licenses  which  are  difficult  to  obtain.    Although  trade  representatives 
indicated  that  wool  and  hide  stocks  are  accumulating  and  pressed  for  free 
export,  Indian  Government  authorities  appear  to  favor  further  expansion 
of  the  domestic  wool  and  leather  industries  rather  than  stimulating  the 
export  trade. 
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At  a  recent  conference  of 'the  export  Advisory  Council  at  Hew  Delhi 
the  oLuestion  of  permitting  free  export  -of  wool  was  discussed  at  length. 
The  commerce  member  of  the  Council*  promised  to  consider  the  export  demand 
"but  wanted  the  industry  to  explore  further  possibilities  of  utilizing 
surplus  wool  at  home.    The  Commerce  member  of  the- Advisory  Council  an- 
nounced that  a  conference  would  be  called  of  all  interested  parties  to 
review  the  situation  and  decide  on  measures  required  for: the.  development 
of  the  domestic  leather  industry  and  the  needs  of  exporters  of  raw  hides. 

The  suggestion  that  uncontrolled  exports  of  raw  hides  and  skins 
from  India  be <  permitted  provoked  a  heated  discussion.    Haw  hide  repre-:-. 
sen tatives  recommended  the  continued  restriction  of  exports  and  the  •  ,\; 
expansion  and'  further  development  of  the  domestic  industry.
